PORTERVILLE — Pacific 
Telephone paid a total of 
$111,333 in property taxes in 
Porterville for the 1971-72 fiscal 
year, according to Bob Board, 
local manager. 

Of this amount, $15,271 was 
paid to the City of Porterville, 
and $96,062 for county, school 
and special tax districts 
purposes.
